Trade has been exceedingly light in 
all departments the past week, on ac- 
count of the holidays. Nothing of im- 
portance has occured, and few changes 
have been made in prices.

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the disastrous condition of the business 
during 1882 has been due to excessive 
production or to the unmercantile 
handling of the product, is a question 
which need not now be discussed, 
though it involves an important point 
to be considered in settling the terms 
of ‘a combination. The use of white 
lead as a base in the manufacture of 
colors has been diminished somewhat 
by the progress made in the manu- 
facture of colors, but with the place it 
holds, by reason of its merits as a pig- 
ment, the yearly growth of consump- 
tion should be sufficient to use the 
doubtless greatly increased production. 
Still, that the interests of the corroder 
demand that his product should not 
only pay a profit to him but as well to 
those who handle it, is a proposition 
which was never more apparent than 
it is now. How this is essential end 
can be accomplished except by a con- 
certed movement of the corroding in- 
terests East and West is not clear, but 
it is beyond question, we think, that a 
combination properly sustained “by 
dealers, will render the business of 
1883 more profitable than, in the 
present disorganized condition of the 
trade, it promises to be. 
——$— a ——— 
IMITATION PROPRIETARY GOODS! 


Ata meeting of the National Prop- 
rietors’ Association, held in this city 
last week, the manufacturers and deal- 
ers in proprietary articles unanimously 
passed the following resolution. 

Resolved, That in view of the frequent in- 
vasions of proprietary rights in various parts of 
the country by the manufacture and sale of 
imitation or substitute goods, that a committee 
of five of the National Proprietors’ Association 
be appointed, whose duty it shall be to employ 
suitable legal counsel and to presecute with the 
full force of this association all persons, firms or 
eorporations, wholesale or retail, engaged in 
such manufacture or the sale of imitation or esub- 


titute goods. 
Resolved, That the sum of $25,000, or so much 


of the same as may be necessary, be appropriated 
for the carrying into effect of the abvuve re- 
solution. 

A committee was duly appointed and 
they are taking steps to give effect to 
their declaration. It has long been 
known that individual have been en- 
gaged clandestinely in the work of 
palming off upon retail dealers and 
through them upon the public, imita- 
tions of standard proprietary articles : 
but from the above it would also ap- 
pear that there is some organized at- 
tempt to derange and demoralize the 
whole trade in proprietary goods. We 
are informed that the immediate cause 
of this movement on the part of manu- 
facturers is the proposition in some 
quarters to put up, under the general 
appellation of ‘‘non-secret” remedies 
the imitation or sophistication of any 
goods whose reliability and reputation 
will warrant the outlay, for any dealer 
or individual with the supposed for- 
mula printed on the same. Now capital 
is sensitive, and it may be inferred that 
proprietors who have very large in- 
terests at stake and large amounts in- 
vested in trade marks, and proprietary 
articles should take alarm at any 
threatened interference with what they 
justly hold as their rights; but we are 
inclined to think that there is far less 
foundation for this alarm than they 
suppose. We cannot well suppose that 
the trade or the public will encourage 
any such piracy. Take for instance 
the retailers, what business inducement, 
can be furnished by this move, or how 
can they be benefitted? Selling at the 
usual margin, he makes on the average 
50 per cent on his investment, which 
one would think was a very generous 
profit; or if superior inducements are 
offered in price, he has no guaranty of 
quality. Besides the proprietors doa 
vast amount of advertising which is 
every day sending new customers to 
the counter of the dealer, and these 
indirect benefits are often of as great 
value as the direct profits on the sale 
of the goods. Could this scheme to 
which we have alluded prevail the 


NEEDS OF THE WHITE LEAD 
TRADE. 


We called attention some weeks ago 
to the steadily growing sentiment 
among the dealers in white lead in 
favor of another combination of cor- 
roders. We pointed out to the dealers 
then that the failure of the last com- 
bination was due not only to the in- 
ducements which they offered the cor- 
roders to break faith with their col- 
leagues, but to the direct antagonism 
which some of the larger houses car- 
ried even to the extent of sacrificing 
their own profits for the purpose of 
underselling the corroders. The effect 
of all this was to undermine the com- 
bination, and the defensive bulwark 
of the dealers was swept away by their 
own folly. It cannut be denied that 
a combination of corroders is even of 
greater value to dealers than to the 
manufacturers themselves, though un- 
restricted competition has been dis- 
astrous to both interests. The dealers 
have now, we believe, come to recog- 
nize the disadvantages of an ‘open 
market,” and their urgent and very 
general appeal for a re-organization of 
the corroders should lend no small en- 
couragement to the latter to again 
attempt the experiment which failed 
so unfortunately in 1880. In some im- 
portaut respects any future association 
must differ materially from its pre- 
decessors if it is to be successful. 
Without desiring to cast any imputa- 
tions upon the integrity of the gentle- 
men engaged in this industry, we may 
assume that there is so much human 
nature among them that there will be 
more or less suspicion as to their ad- 
hering strictly to the terms of a com- 
bination, unless a heavy penalty be 
imposed against violations. Then the 
additional security of a referee, having 
no personal interests to serve other 
than the impartial discharge of a duty 
for which he should be liberally paid, 
would, we think, impart to the cor- 
roders a measure of confidence in one 
another which, under less binding con- 
ditions, we are free to say, they do not 
seem toentertain. A referee, to prop 
erly discharge his duties, should have 
no other business, and should be a 
man whom no influence could swerve 
from the strict enforcement of penal- 
ties for violations, for which he should 
be constantly searching. It may seem 
that such precautions are unbecoming 
an interest in which so many men of 
the highest commercial standing are 
engaged, but it was ascertained during 
the existence of the previous combina- 
tion that there were corroiders of lead 
to whom the obligations of a combina- 
tion had very little sanctity, and a 
feeling of distrust was engendered 
which would be best overcome by the 
moral influence of safeguards which 
would render treachery certain of 
detection and punishment. A com- 
bination so formed would, we believe, 
meet the approval of every curroder, 
though many of them were so much 
disaffected by the acts which ultimately 
dissolved the last organization, that 
they have steadily refused until very 
lately to entertain the thought of an- 
other association. 

What the corroders and the trade 
are losing by unrestricted competition 
is not to be measured by a mere esti- 
mate of the sacrifice of reasonable 
profits on current transactions. That 
little, if any, money has been made in 
the white lead business during 1882, no 
one pretends to believe. The vorroders 
are carrying on their vast industry 
practically without profit. The dealers 
are handling a staple article which 
10rms a most important factor in their 
business, without making interest on 
their money. This is leading them, so 
far as practicable, to push mixed paints 
and other profitable substitutes for 
lead whenever possible, and the cor- 
roder has to contemplate not only the 
loss of present profits, but a check upon 


sn extension of his trade. Whether

result would be the entire loss of this 
trade and the benefit which accrues to 
them from advertising and the incid- 
ental advantages connected with it; 
and in place of it the dealer would have 
the limited sale-of supposititious goods, 
put up by irresponsible and clandestine 
compounders.—Possibly this scheme of 
imitations ‘is based upon the theory 
that proprietary medicines are the 
sources of immense profits. If so it is 
a fallacy and the surreptitious makers 
will find, even though they should es- 
cape prosecution, that they have not 
counted the cost of their experiment. 
Statistics show that only a small per- 
centage of proprietary articles are suc- 
c2ssful, A large proportion are failures, 
and itis hardly supposable that a batch 
of mere imitations, put up by irrespon- 
sible parties could have any large ‘suc- 
cess. But all this is outside of the 
moral aspect of the question. That 
which is proposed to be done, is sheer 
business piracy, subversive of all hon- 
orable dealing, illegitimate and demor- 
alizing. Our wholesale and retail drug- 
gists throughout the country are men 
of probity—the mass of them of high 
social standing, in their neighborhood, 
and many of them with business re- 
putations as wide as our country it- 
self. It would surely be contradictory 
ef all the verities of life, all the 
guaranties of social and business po- 
sition to suppose that such a class, of 
men would deliberately take up and 
handle, buy and sell, that which upon 
its very face and imprint has .the 
brand of the lawless freebooter, or 
counterfeiter. The resolution of the 
National Wholesale Drug Association 
at their late meeting in Cleveland 
tersely declare their sentiments in this 
regard. 

Resolved, That we fully recognize the right of 
property in proprietary medicines and articles, 
and that we will further recognize such right by 
discountenancing and discouraging the manu- 
facture and sale of ail or any imitation goods. 

It strikes us furthermore that the 
public would, if they could be reached, 
have something to say on this subject. 
The mass of proprietary remedies are 
meritorious and deservedly popular. 
They are made after the prescription 
of skillful and experienced physicians, 
They have been successfully tested, 
and having been found to be of value 
as remedies, are put up under some 
specific name. The public, under such 
circumstances, is entitled to the guar- 
auty of some responsible name or pro- 
prietor for the quality of the ingre- 
dients of which the medicines are com- 
pounded. They are entitled to the 
guaranty which stakes the reputation 
of the proprietor as well as the popu- 
larity of the remedy, that they shall 
be honestly compounded and answer 
the purposes for which they are re- 
commended. There are enough of 
nostrums and humbugs for which no 
reliable proprietor is answerable, with- 
out adding to these the imitations and 
supposititious compounds with which, 
under the proposed scheme, the mar- 
ket would be flooded. We have seen 
how honorable men, such as the 
wholesale druggists of the country, re- 
gard “this matter; and it is hardly a 
supposable case that the retail dealers 
can look with less disfavor upon this 
freebooting scheme, while the great 
mass of consumers, if properly in- 
formed, would most emphatically de- 
nounce the piracy. 

There is another aspect of the case, 
and that is the legal one. In this re- 
spect the proprietors are perfectly 
competent and able to protect their 
vested rights. The law is on their side 
against all imitations and counterfeita, 
One cannot bave noted the decisions 
of the courts during the last few years 
without observing the steady advances 
in the scope, and clearness of their ut+ 
terances. A generation back, patent 
medicines, so called, had scarcely a 
standing in court. Now the Law, Res 
ports are replete with decisions en- 
larging the application and spirit of 
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equitable principles to the protection 
of vested rights of property in trade 
marks and proprietary articles. The 
scope of the decisions indicates the 
purpose of the courts, not only to pro- 
tect’ the rights of proprietors, but to 
shield the public from fraud and im- 
positions, to which a less rigid admin- 
istration of the law would expose the 
whole community. A recent decision 
by. the U. 8. Court is in point. 
The judge says: ‘It is well settled 
that to entitle the proprietor of a 
trade mark to relief it is not necessary 
to. show that the imitation is exact in 
all particulars. If the resemblance is 
such as not only to suggest an inten- 
tion to deceive, but is calculated to 
mislead the public, and thus to injure 
the sale of the goods of the proprietor, 
the injured party is entitled to re- 
dress.” This is but one case among 
many, but it is significant in citing 
“the suggestion of an attempt” to 
mislead the public as a ground for re- 
lief. That there would be a long and 
earnest struggle on the part of pro- 
prietors before any respectable stand- 
ing of imitations could be obtained 
goes without saying, and in the light 
of the current decisions of the courts 
the final result can scarcely be doubt- 
fal. 
REDUCING THE TERMS OF CREDIT. 


An important step has been taken by 
the wholesale druggists of St. Louis, in 
reducing the terms of credit on their 

8. For some time past the subject 
of shorter credits has received much 
consideration at the hands of the 
Western trade, and although there 
was a marked lack of unanimity at the 
outset, there has since come to be a 
very general sentiment in favor of the 
step which the St. Louis houses have 
initiated. A meeting of the wholesale 
trade there was held on the 12th inst., 
the outcome of which, after thorough 
consideration, was the following reso- 
lation : 

Resolved, That on and after February 1st, 1883, 
wé, the undersigned, wholesale druggists, do 
hereby pledge ourselves to limit all credit sales 
to 30 days’ time on all such goods as are usually 
sold by us, and we furthermore agree that the 
discount for cash shall not exceed 1 per cent., to 
be paid within 10 days from date of purchase.

LARD OIL. 


The fluctuations in the price of prime 
lard oil during the past year have ex- 
tended over a range of 25c, the lowest 
point touched being 85¢ and the high- 
est $1.10 the latter price prevailing 
only for a few days about the middle 
of July. The $1.10 price is the highest 
that has been quoted since June ist, 
1875. Since the fall of 1879 the record 
of the market has shown a steady up- 
ward inclination except at intervals of 
a month or two in each year, when 
speculative manipulations of the lard 
market brought the cost of the latter 
down to a point where the oil could be 
profitably sold at somewhat lower 
prices. It is a noticeable fact that, 
with each successive advance, follow- 
ing such periods of depressed values, 
the market was carried so much 
higher, that at the next decline the 
lowest figure was many points above 
that of the preceding reduction. The 
high prices of the past three years have 
told seriously upon the export trade. 
So long as lard oil could be shipped 
abroad at low prices it found a ready 
market there, but more recently prices 
have been so high as to almost prohibit 
exportation of lard oil to those coun- 
tries, where, in former years, its con- 
sumption had been largest. During 
the past year, particularly, colza and 
other seed oils that could be used in 
place of lard oil have been so cheap on 
the other side, that they have largely 
taken the place of the latter. The effect 
of high prices on the home consump- 
tion has not been so marked though 
they have, without doubt caused less 
of the oil to be used. In one large field 
of usefulness, lard oil has met a for- 
midable competitor, in the mineral 
wool oils which have within a few 
years come upon the market, and 
the result of the contest has 
been that the former has had to yield 
its place ina great many cases to its 


cheaper rival.

have been alinost the only substitutes

The Court, however, held that, if the plaintiffs 
allegation be sustained, he certainly had a cause 
of action, for the slander tended to injure him in 
his business. The capias was, therefore, sus 
tained,and the Court refused to reduce the $1000 
bail. Hurlbert, It is alleged,went around among 
druggists and denounced the plaintiff’s mait ex- 
tract as “ bogus stuff.”

Sales.— Orders for goods to A fulfilled by B.—In- 
plied contract.—C sent an order to A for 300 iron 
fence posts and 1200 pounds of wire, and A being 
unable to deliver the goods turned the order over 
to B, and notified C of what he had done bya 
postal card which he did not sign; C, however, 
knew A’s handwriting. B. forwarded the goods, 
excepting about one half of the posts, and sent ¢ 
a bill of items and charges with a notice that the 
balance of the posts would foliow soon. He re- 
quested a remittance of the amount of the bill as 
he was doing business for A. Four days later the 
remaining posts were shipped by B, with a like 
account. C refused to pay B, and an action was 
brought for the price of the goods. B recovered 
a judgment and C carried the case, Neidig vs Cole 
to the Supreme Court of Nebraska, who affirmed 
the judgment. The chief justice, Lake, in the 
opinion, said: There was nothing that B did or 
said from which C could reasonably have inferred 
that the shipments had been made on the credit 
of A. Full notice had been given to C by A, and 
by B, that B was filling the order, and if C was 
not, willing to deal with B, he should have re 
turned the goods, or, at least, refused to receive 
them. This he did not do, and the law holds him 
under an implied contract with B for their value. 

Sale.—To Insolvent Merchant.—Recession.—Rt 
plevin.—Jobbers in teas in New York sold through 
an agent some packages of teas to a merchant it 
Iowa. At.the time of the sale the purchaser wa 
hopelessly insolvent, and after the goods came 
into his possession he made a chattel mortgag? 
of his stock of goods to M, who knew of hil 
financial condition. The vendors gave notice 
the purchaser that they rescinded the contract 
of sale and demanded the goods from M who had 
taken possession of them; this demand was bot 
acceded to, and an action of replevin was brought 
to recover the property. In this case, Houghtaling 
vs Hills, the Supreme Court of Iowa, throug) 
Judge Rothsock, decided: When goods are put 
chased by an insolvent with the intent not to pay 
for them, the seller may rescind the contract 
sale and recover the goods, but nothing short 
a specific intention on the part of the purchaser 
not to pay for the goods will authorize the re 
cission and recovery. 

Sale—Change of Possession of Cumbrous Property. 

A bill of sale was made of 12,000 bushels of 
charcoal which was in the pits in which it had 
been burned, upon the land of the vendor. There 
was no attempt made te remove it, but a few 
days after the sale, the purchaser sent a person

In this case, 
placing the name of the purchaser on the pits 
and the employment ot persons to watch the coal 
was a sufficient taking of possesion to give him a 
full and valid litle to it, and the attaching credit

Prohibited Contracts.—“Grain Options.”\— Same 
due by Compromise.—M, a dealer in grain and 
produce, in Iowa, consigned his goods to E, a 


commission merchant,at Milwaukee; and he,also 


employed E to buy and sell grain from him, in 
This business was 
known as “‘scalping,’’ ‘‘ deals,”’ ‘ options,” “‘ spe- 
culating deals,” &c. The regular business trans- 
actions between these merchants were kept in a 
separate account from the account of the spe- 
A dispnte arose as te the 
losses on the “ options,’’ and M agreed to pay E 
$1,000, which he did not do, and E sued him for 
that sum. In this case, Everingham vs Meighan. 
the plaintiff recovered a judgment, but the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin, reversed it on the 
appeal. Judge Orton. in the opinion, said :; These 
transactions were just as clearly gambling by 
betting on the: differences of market prices of 
grain at the chamber of commerce, between two 
fixed dates, as gambling by betting at faro, 
poker, or other game of chance, or on a horse- 
race, or an election, or any other uncertain and 
future event; and there can be no question of it 
in any intelligent mind, and quite likely there is 
none in the minds of those who operate in such 
“speculative deals;”’ and the dangers of such a 
flagrant example of gambling so destructive to 
the public morals, because practiced by persons 
of accepted high standing and influence, consists 
in its being obscured by appearanees of respect- 
ability and of lawful contracts. The compromise 
of the plaintiff’s claim is not in any resprect 
different from a compromise of a claim for losses 
er gains in any other kind of gambling, and no

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tho European Pyroligneous Acid 
Manufacture. 





By J. Leruem. 


Although we know from ancient records that 
the manufacture of charcoal was known two 
thousand years ago, it did not occur to the minds 
of those engaged in the carbonization of wood 
that there were other products to be derived 
therefrom, till Berthollet, in 1785, pointed out, 
that by condensing the vapors coming from the 
meiler or wood-pile, a mixture of oil and water 
was obtained, which latter he further showed if 
digested with copper gave the product verdigris, 
and this by heating acetic, or, as it was then 
called acetousacid. It was almost at the same 
time that advantages derived from coal distilla- 
tion came to be demonstrated in the manufac- 
ture of gas,that the product from this destructive 
distillation of another natural material came to 
form a new source of interest to the chemists of 
that time, when it may be said the subject of 
organic chemistry was born, when the scientific 
world had its attention drawn to this new source 
of compounds before unknown. The use of 
acetic acid in the form of aluminum salt asa 
mordant was known to the Tyrians, so it may be 
surmised the dyers looked upyn Berthollet’s dis” 
covery of acetic acid from such a source with no 
little interest,in hopes of being able to obtain 
this valuable mordant at areduced cest. Their 
hopes, as we know, were realized, for almost im- 
mediately the manufacture of acetate of lime 
from the condensei wood liquors began to form 
a staple industry. When the London world was 
wondering at the lighting of its streets with coal 
gas, the peasants in the forests of Wurtemberg 
and Gloucestershire became no less alarmed at 
the rapid denudation of their cherished trees. It is 
remarkable how little the mode of munufacture 
as carried out fifty years ago has been really 
altered or improved upon, The most improved 
methods of refining acetic acid as car- 
ried on in Rouen and London at the present day 
differ only in detail from the prectice then in 
vogue. With those details we now enter with 
the reader. 

The first form of retort used, and one which is 
still the principal one employed in Germany and 
Sweden, was a box made of cast-iron plates, 


bolted firmly together, of one hundred feet 
capacity and imbedded in brickwork; through a 
movable cover on the upper side of the box the 
charge is introduced, a similar opening being 
at the opposite side through which the char is 
withdrawn. The whole is simply heated trom 
below, the fire ascending by a circular fiue pass- 
ing twice round the box before issuing to the 
chimney. An iron pipe of six inches calibre con- 
ducts the vapors to a condenser, consisting of a 
series of pipes of nine inch bore, through which 
the smaller pipe from the retort passes, leaving a 
surrounding space for cold water. The pipes 
rest one above the other ona wooden frame- 
work, the condensing water, entering at the bot- 
tom, issues above at a temperature approaching 
ebullition. The pipe at its lower end dips into 
the receiving tank about two inches above its 
entrance, to which a small tube carries the incon-’ 
densable gases back to the furnace. At first the 
fire is increased, and when the distillation has 
commenced, the gases discharged serve to main- 
tain a heat sufficient to effect the decomposition 
of the charge. The usualtime allowed for car- 
bonizing each charge is twenty-four hours After 
the wood is exhausted, the fire is withdrawn 
from the oven for six hours, so that the appara- 
tus may cool, to allow the charcoal to be ab- 
stracted through the opening at the back, air- 
tight sheet-iron boxes being placed beneath the 
door to receive it. A charge of one hundred 
feet of beech-wood produces sixty per cent of 
charcoal, as much brushwood being used to raise 
the heat required to carbonize the wood. 

At Nuits and Rouen, in France, the following 
apparatus is largely used. A sheet-iron cylinder, 
with an opening in the upper part of one of its 
sides, into which an adapter is introduved, is 
fitted with a cover fixed by bolts and screws 
The cylinder being charged with wood, the cover 
is fixed tightly in its place and the cylinder hoist- 
ed by means of acrane fixed adjacent to the fur- 
nace, and deposited in an upright cylinder of 
brickwork, which may be covered at will by 
means of a dome made of brickwork. The cyl- 
inder being charged and deposited in its recep- 
tacle, tne fire is lighted and the tube throngh 
which the distilled products pass off into the 
condenser, connected, and well luted to the 
adapter. 

In some factories there are different modes for 
condensing the products; airin a few. instances 
is the medium by which the vapors are conden- 
sed. The evolved products of the distillation 
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are made to traverse an extensive range of pip- 


ing of large diameter, and in some cases the va- 
pors are conducted through a series of casks, 
connected together by pipes. The most effectual 
mode of condensing, water, however, is generally 
adopted when at hand. About 24 hours are usu- 
ally allowed to work off each batch of wood. 
The following form of furnaceis in great re- 
pute for distilling the softer kinds of wood for 
making charcoal for gunpowder purposes. It is 
an obiong, dome-shaped brickwork, capable of 
holding about 34 cords of wood. The floor is of 
brick rising in the centre and sloping toward 
each side. The wood is introduced through an 
aperture capable of being clused when the fur- 
nace is in operation, and the charcoal withdrawn 
by similar but smaller holes on the outside edge 
of the hearth. These latter are fitted with slid- 
ing doors to regulate the supply of air; there are 
usually four of them and two charging holes. 
The fires which heat the furnace are placed one 
on each side and the heat circulates by suitable 
arrangements underneath the entire hearth. The 
smoke, carbonic acid, acetic acid, oleaginous 
and tarry matters pass off through openings near 
the bottom of either side to the condensers, and 
from there the uncondensed gases pass again 
into the furnace. An opening at the top of the 
furnace carries any valuable vapors which may 
pass off there also into the condensers, so that 
practically there is no loss of heat from waste 
gases or black smoke. Immediately after the 
outlet pipe leaves the uven a small crooked tube 
is let into it, by which most of the tar runs off 
into a receiving tank, the bend in the tube pre- 
venting the accessof airinto the apparatus. 
The cendenser is a series of wooden canals sur- 
rounded with water. The furnace walls are of 
fire-brick, or they maybe double lined with 
brick, and the intervening space filled with alum- 
inous earth and sand. At first the furnace is 
charged with the largest blocks of wood and be- 
tween these smaller wood is introduced, for the 
purpose of making the interior more permeable 
to the action of heat. A chimney with a fire lit 
in it is attached to the whole, tocause a suffi. 
cient draught. When charged,all the orifices are 
closed and the fires lighted the current of air 
being instituted as above stated. When the 
charge has been completely carbonized, which 
the workman knows by the color of the flame in 
the furnace, the chimney passage is closed, the 
pipe openings stopped with wooden: plugs and 
well luted with some plastic clay; the fire doors 
are closed and the whole left to cool. At the end 
of the second daytwo holes inthe top of the 
furnace are opened, and water  intro- 
duced to extinguish the red hot charcoal; the 
openings are again closed for a longer per- 
fod and when the furnace gets a little colder 
more wateris added. If any red sparks are ob- 
served, the openings and pipes must be carefully 
stopped up so as to prevent the formation of a 
current of air, as this would naturally occasion 
the combustion of the charcoal and necessarily 
lessen its product. After completely cooling, the 
charcoal is raked out and a fresh charge intre- 
duced. In working it is necessary to keep & suffi- 


cient supply of fuelin the fire to prevent any’ 


oxygen from passing into the interior and the 
wood is  therehy carbonized 
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An advantage possessed by this furhace 
is that it is particularily adapted to be 
fuelled with bush wood in preference to coal. 
The outside cost.of this’ farnace is about $600, 
the capacity being nearly six thousand cubic 
feet. Before describing the forms of ovens most 
in use in England we must mention another 
which gained ‘much notice some years ago in 
Germany. It is a square oven made partly éf 
firebrick and partly of ordinary brick, the interior 
lining is composed of firebrick and the ‘outer 
case is of the ordinary material. The’ oven is 
heated by means of tubes, which traverse from 
one end of the case to the other, and are from 
one to two feet in diameter. Heat is applied by 
lighting the fire in the tubes till the temperature 
is raised so high as to cause them to glow. The 
wood in the surrounding spaces of the oven ab- 
stracts the heat, and is thereby carbonized, the 
volatile products passing off at the bottom of the 
oven through apertures, one at each side, intoa 
canal where the tar is deposited, the lighter 
acetic acid vapors being carried forward to the 
condenser. . 7 

The chief pyroligneous acid factories in Eng- 
land are in the counties of Gloucester, Northum- 
berland, Lancashire, Monmouth and Glamorgan- 
shire. Cylinders of varied length from six to ten 
feet, and two and a half in width are employed 
They are placed horizontally in brickwork domes 
the front and the back ends being closed by doors 
which swing-on stout hinges, or by plates screw- 
ed firmly to these openings. A pipe running near 
the corner extremity of the further end of the 
retort, carries off the gases and condensadle pro- 
ducts to the refrigerator. The retorts are placed 
three in a row, the fireplace being situated not 
in the centre but near one of the side retorts. 
The flues are arranged so that the flame passes 
completely over the back of the cylinder before 
passing out by the ehimney. The outlets pass 
into a tank protected by a cover which fits into 
the enlarged part or groove at the top of the 
sides of the tank acting asa water gate. A pipe 
carries off the acetic acid vapors to a.serpentine 
tube ina large tube. Beneath the tank a tub is 
placed, so that the tarry matter accumulating 
jm the tank falls through a pipe into the tub. 
Sometimes six cylinders in sets of two to one fire 
all leading into one main are used in the arrangee 
ment. Inother works five are placed in an arch 
to two fires. Such is the arrangement at Pitch- 
combe Chemical Works, where the cylinders are 
9 ft by 2 ft 10 ins; thirteen of which are capable 
of holding five and a half cerds of wood, each 
cord weighing according to the freshness or 
otherwise of the wood, betwen 23 and 25 hun- 
dred, 14% tons of coal serve to carbonize the 
whole. The usual time allowed to carbonize 
each charge is 24 hours. Factories carrried on 
at Risca and Abercairn in Monmouthshire work- 
ed mostly on this principle form conjointly the 
largest in the Kingdom. In the Risca Works, 
cast iron cylinders six feet long by four feet in 
diameter are used, being capable of. holding 
about twotons of wood. Wrought tron chests 
are likewise serviceable, having an fron pipe sfx 
inches in diameter passing up through the centre 
of the chest in order to convey the heat to the in 
terior. Each chest is capable of holding’a cord 
a rter of wood—one hundred and sixty cubic 
feet, a cord being reckoned at 128 ft, which 
weighs about 24 tons, At Abercairn another 
variety of carbonizer is used. These are eight 
square ovens or boxes, each oven being capa- 
ble of holding one cord. Twenty-four hours is 
the time usually allowed to work off a charge, 
but these can be worked In sixteen or eighteen 
hours if it is required to exhaust the wood in 
less time. 

At Cornbrook, near Manchester, the cast.iron 
cylinders are six feet leng by three feet diameter, 
with square doors which hang on stout hinges, 
Generally six tons of wood are carbonized by 
one and a half tons of coal, one fire being made 
to heat two such cylinders placed adjacent to 
each other in the same arch. 

At Breeme, near Lidney, in the forest of Dean, 
there are eight large square ovens, each capable 
of containing two sheet iron boxes, four feet 
by two feet nine inches in interior measurement, 
In each of these boxes about half a cord of wood 
is placed, and as the wood is piled up above the 
top of the sheet iron box, the ovens are required 
to be of a size proportional to this height. The 
doors of the ovens are on hinges, fastened and 
luted when the charges are enclosed in the usual 
manner. These ovens’ are charged once a day 
but as the wood used is light, twenty-four hours 
are more than sufficient to effect its carboniza- 
tion. The boxes when charged are run along a 
railroad into the ovens and withdrawn in a simi- 
lar manner whereby much labor is saved * 

At Loughor, near Swansea, they use a pecullar 
sort of apparatus—a large sheet iron carbonizer, 
divided internally into six compartments, into 
which six sheet iron vessels of four feet In height 
and two feet broad, fit; the whole forming a cyl- 
indrical case similar in shape to the other one. 
There is only one opening in the top of the carb- 
onizer, through which the vessels containing the 
wood are introduced; but there is a movedble 
framework in the bottom of the outer vessel by 
means of which each receptacle is brought di- 
rectly under the orifice and the charged box 
lowered into it byacrane. When charged the 
aperture {s closed by a sheet iron door and firmly 
bolted, then luted in the ordinary way and heat 
applied. ‘ The sheet iron case is imbedded in’ 
brickwork, the fire directly under it and the flue 
rising spirally above the carbonizer, 

Upon the comparison of ‘all modifications of 
carbonizing furnaces sketched, it will be seen 
that each has its advantages. The latge dome. 
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@ good supply of soft wood is at hand, as in the 
forests of the upper Rhine and Danube where 
there is usually a sufficient supply of smaller 




























































small quantities at irregular intervals when a 
stray sailing vessel from Shanghai happens to 
visit this port (for steamer agents decline, asa 
rule, to carry such goods); no, the oil must be 
placed upon the spot in quantity and forced upon 
the notice of the buyer. 

As a first step to this, a direct shipment should 
be made to this port from the United States, 
either the whole of a small cargo or a portion of 
a large one, say 12,000 to 20,000 cases, each con- 
taining 65 pounds of oil, packed in two cans, as 
customary in shipments to China. 

In order to avoid all danger of detention at 
the bar, the vessel carrying the oil should not 
draw more than 16 or at the most 18 feet of 
water, She should, if practicable, be timed to 
arrive about either the 5th of April or 15th of 
October, at either of which dates she might 
reckon on obtaining a charter hence to a Japan- 
ese or Chinese port with a cargo of oil cake. Or 
due notice should be given of the dispatch of the 
vessel to enable the consignees to sell as much 
as possible to arrive, and to advertise widely 
throughout the principal towns and villages of 
this district their intention to hold fortnightly 
(or, if sufficient inducement is offered, weekly) 
auction sales, at which kerosene oil would be 
offered in lots to suit purchasers. 

This idea was first suggested to me by a store- 
keeper two years ago, and careful inquiry has 
since led me to believe that though at first, 
owing to the novelty of the proceeding, only one 
or two hundred cases might be cleared at each 
auction, yet in a short time the sales would aver- 
age from five hundred to a thousand cases; and 
that during the winter, when the frozen roads 
support the traffie of more than two hundred 
thousand carts from the far north, the fact of 
supplies being offered at regular intervals need 
only be known to create an eager demand. 

With the oil might be shipped some lamps of 
the cheapest possible price consistent with 
safety, and wicks; anything else would be very 
likely to lose money unless, indeed, Massachu- 
setts drills and standard sheetings; but these, of 
course, are already an article of regular import 
via Shanghai; and though, judging from past ex- 
perience, sales by auction of such goods would 


constructed a switch for that purpose. A cooper 
shop of the required capacity has been built to 
furnish the barrels as needed. 

To furnish the water for dissolving the salt 
stratum the company avail themselves of large 
under-currents of water, evidently proceeding 
from springs which were discovered and utilized. 
To obviate any failure upon this score water was 
also obtained from the mains of the Warsaw 
Water-works Company, which can be used if 
necessary at a mere nominal expense for all pur- 
poses, both now and for future operations. It 
is the intention of the salt company to put down 
other wells as rapidly as possible, increase the 
capacity of these works, and erect such further 
buildings as may be needed. An analysis of the 
brine as it flows from the well, shows the specific 
gravity to be 1.205; sulphate of lime, .257; chlo- 
ride of calcium, .068; chloride of magnesium, 
.005; pure salt, 26.300; water, 73.370; total, 100. 
This analysis shows the salt to be the purest 
known in the United States. The slight impuri- 
ties noticed in the analysis are such that im- 
proved methods now to be adopted will so im- 
prove the "salts made as to render it absolutely 
pure. The railroad company are making every 
preparation to transport the salt, which they be- 
lieve will be of sufficient magnitude to forma 
large traffic over their line. As the salt interest 
is developed the sale will enable Warsaw and vi- 
cinity to successfully compete with Syracuse, 
Saginaw and other principal points, and to yield 
remunerative profits upon the capital invested. 

Another company called the Crystal Salt Com- 
pany has put down a well two miles from the 
one just described whose works, when com- 
pleted, will have a still larger capacity of 6'',000 
barrels a year, as the buildings are much larger 
and the arch and evaporating pan is 140 feet 
long by 40 feet wide. The engine at these works 
is of 60 horse-power, ample for any require- 
ment. These works will be in operation by the 
1st of January next, when the production of the 
Wyoming Valley salt will reach the coming year 
over 150,000 barrels. The manufacture of soda 
will be begun in a short time, the brine being 
better suited for this purpose than any now 
known in the world. 


ever, appeared in print, Mr. Wallace King, of the 
firm of King & Bro., yesterday afternoon said 
that on account of the various representations 
made by the strikers he had concluded to lay 
before the public some facts in connection with 
the matter. He said that not only on the ques- 
tion of wages, but in many other matters the 
Union of Glassblowers desired to dictate to and 
rule the manufacturers. When the Window 
Glass Manufacturers’ Association met at Sara- 
toga last summer, the Eastern manufacturers 
contended that they could not compete with 
the foreign glass manufacturers and pay the 
same wages as those paid in the West. Where 
the Baltimore manufacturers pay $4 per ton for 
coal the Pittsburg people only pay $2. The 
transportation freight charges on imported glass 
from the seaboard to the West average ten per 
cent to ‘he importers above what,it would cost 
them here. This, of course, was beneficial to 
the Western home manufacturers, The bulk of 
the window-glass manufactured here for the 
Southern trade was fcurth quality, while the 
cheapest grades manufactured in the West were 
second and third qualities. Consequently, the 
work is harder on the blower in the Western fac 
tories, and the sand and limestone used were 
harder to work. When the Western manufac- 
turers went home from the meeting at Saratoga 
it was expected, said Mr. King, that they would 
aid in bringing the wages into a graded confonn- 
ity with the Eastern rates; instead, however, the 
union proposed to them, it is believed, to bring 
the wages up to the Western standard in the 
East. Thus, Pittsburg threw the fight on Balti- 
more. As to the wages paid the Baltimore glass- 
blowers, Mr. King said: ‘“‘I.ast year we paid one 
of our best men for ten months’ work $1,319 08; 
the helper to that man received $705 66. The 
average ten months’ wages of all the 
blowers employed at his factory was $859 01, 
and the average paid to helpers was $593 59; av- 
erage to flatteners $859; to cutters $819 05. 
Then, during the months of July and Au- 
gust ‘the men were advanced large sums of 
money, and, continued Mr. King, one of those 
very men who are now on a strike owes usa 
large amount of money advanced. The advance 


suited to the smaller forms of hickory and apple. 
Of the English forms the Jarge cylinders are 
adapted tothe heavy cord wood of Gloucester- 
shire and the smalier forms of retort to the refuse 
timber of Liverpool, Glasgow and Newcastle. In 
Wales, where light wood is much used, the square 
ovens are very suitable. As the supply of wood 
is always subject to variation as to its bulk, it is 
found satisfactory to have various forms of re- 
torts upon the premises, a plan very generally 
adopted. In many factories the charcoal is ab- 
stracted from the carbonizing cylinders by means 
of an iron shield almost the size of the interior 
of the cylinder, placed near the mouth of the re- 
tort, to which a chain is attached that runs 
through the whole length of the varbonizer. The 
workman by seizing this chain with a suitable 
instrument, draws out the whole of the charcoal 
nearly all at once, and with less risk of breaking 
it than when the rakes are employed. 

The relative amount of charcoal, as well as of 
the gaseous and liquid products, naturally de- 
pends on the species of wood subjected to distil- 
lation and upon the regulation of the heat by 
which it is effected. The temperature is at first 
gentle, then gradually increased in proportion to 
the time, till towards the end it approaches a red 
heat. The strongest acetic acid is found to be 
obtained from timber of slow growth on dry 
solls, the next quality from timber grown on 
moist gfound, and the weakest and that which 
contains most empyreumatic oils, &c., from pines 
and resinous trees. 

The production of the latter variety are not, 
however, so inferior as generally stated when 
Droper attention has been paid to the regulation 
of temperature, and complete carbonization of 
the charges. This will be seen farther on when 
we describe the distillation of spent dyewoods, 
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going on throughout the field, among the old pro- 
ducing wells, many of which have ceased pro- 
ducing since the cold weather sctin.

works. -In order to facilitate the ignition of the 
dust, a large air blast, worked by steam, causing 
heat enough to boilthe brine throughout its en- 
tire length of 100 feet. The brine is pumped 
from the well into a large tank outside the build- 
ing, holding 1500 barreis, the bottum of which is 
several feet higher than the heating pan where 
the salt is made, and from which the brine is 
drawn when needed.

This gusher, hewever, was 
short-lived, but before any degree of con- 
fidence had been inspired among dealers a 
new well was reported from Forest county 
an prices fell again from 97c down to 78c, 
This new well may soon fall off in its pro- 
duction, but the locality in which it lies in 
Forest county is believed to be a rich field 
and its possibilities are entirely unknown. 
The latest reports state that it is flowing 
from 1,500 to 1,800 barrels per day, and 
other wells in the neighborhood are soon 
expected in.

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Converting Oleic Acid into a Solid 
Fatty Acid. 


Muller Jacobs, of Moscow, has invented 
a method of utilizing oleic acid for candle 
making, etc. The oleic acid, or any of its 


patural glycerides, like cottonseed 
oil, rape oil, pure quality olive 
oil, sunflower oil, and _ codliver 
oil are cooled at 43 deg. Fah., or 


lower, and then slowly mixed with 30 or 
40 per cent of strong sulphuric acid (spec. 
grav. 1.823 or 1.826) which has also been 
cooled to the same temperature. The mix- 
ture becomes heated, and when it has 
reached a temperature of 95 deg Fah., it is 
mixed with twice its volume of water and 
let stand twenty-four hours. A sulpho-acid 
is formed, from whicb the solution of glyce- 
rin and sulphuric acid is drawn off. It is 
then boiled some time with water until it 
splits up into sulphuric acid, anda mix- 
ture of fatty acids soluble in alcohol. One 
of these is oxyoleic acid; the other, the au- 
thor teils us, isa solid fatty acid, but does 
not state positively whether it is stearic 
acid or not. He says that on cooling the 
alcoholic solution the solid acid crystal- 
lizes, and the liquid one can be expressed. 
The former can be purified by washing it 
with alcohol (rather costly !), or benzine, 
or by distillation. It melts at 70.6 degs. 
©. (159 degs. Fah. ), resembles stearic acid, 
and can be used for candles. The liquid 
portion is oxyoleic acid, and can be saponi- 
fied with alkali and used as a mordant for 
Turkey red. It can also be utilized for 
making soap. 

If the saponification with acid does not 
take place at a low temperature, or the sul- 
phuric acid is too strong, a large quantity 
of sulphurous acid is evolved, and decom- 
position products of the fatty are formed 
that are of no use either for candles or for 
dyeing Turkey red. If a less quantity of 
sulphuric acidis employed than that above 
stated, only a part of the acid is decom- 
posed in this way. The mixed acids do 
not form a perfectly clear solution in alco- 
hol, and the solution will contaia not only 
small quantities of the solid and liyuid 
acids, but also the uuchanged oil. In this 
case the separation of the oils and acids is 
80 difficult that it does not pay to attempt 
it. 
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Improvements in Making Glass. 


The high expectations in regard to 
toughened glass can scarcely be said to 
have been realized as yet, and several im- 
provements must be made before the pro- 
cess can be considered as perfect. 

The original method consisted in im- 
mersing the article while still red hot in a 
bath of oil heated to 200° 0. (392° Fahr,), 
and letting it remain there until it had 
cooled down ¢¢-that temperature, Giass 
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hardened in this way was, indeed, hard 
enough, but at the same time it was very 
brittle, so that if put away and kept un- 
touched it would frequently explode and 
fly in pieces without any visible cause. 

T. Lubisch claims to have discovered a 
better method of hardening glass, or rather 
an improvement on the same process, He 
also immerses the aoticle, while red hot, 
ina hot bath, but he takes it out again 
when it has nearly lost its redness, and 
lets it cool very slowly in an oven that is 
heated nearly to the temperature of the 
glass. 

He the bath does not need to be much 
above 212° Fabr., he prefers to use solu- 
tions of the carbohydrates in water (starch, 
gum, or the like). Such a bath does not 
soil the surface of the glass, as is the case 
with fats, oils, and bituminous substances. 

Glasses subjected to this operation resist 
pressure and shock just as well as those 
hardened in oil, but possess this advant- 
age, that they can be cut with a diamond 
or polished and cut with sandstones, 

While the oil method only permits of 
the hardening of articles of simpler shape, 
by Lubiach’s process all glass things can 
be hardened, as, for example, bottles, 
mugs with handles, pitchers, and other 
vessels.— Industrie Zeitung. 
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A Possible Substitute for Castor Oil. 


W. B. Hemsley describes, in the Phar- 
maceutcal Journal, Oct. 14, 1882, a tree called 
the ‘‘Tambor,” which bears a fruit con- 
tainiug seeds from which a purgative oil 
can be obtained in considerable quantities, 

The plant is anative of San Salvador, 
Central America, and belongs to the genus 
Omphalea; this small genus comprises eight 
known species—one a native of Madagas- 
car, the others found in tropical America. 
To this plant Hemsley assigns the name 
Omphalea oleifera. Dr. Dorat, of San Sal- 
vador, wrote to Daniel Hanbury, sume 20 
years ago, and described the ‘Tambor’ 
as follows: “ The fruit, about the size of a 
pear, contains three beans, jet black, which, 
by pressure, yield a very fine oil in large 
quantity, rather pleasant to the taste, and 
resembling castor oil in its purgative ef- 
fect, with the advantage that it does not 
gripe. The seeds are covered with an ex- 
ceedingly hard, black, thin epidermis, with 
a white, soft, pulp containing the oil, 
which, besides its purgative qnality, burns 
well. Flowers in December; fruit ripe in 
February or March.” 

A perfectly bland oil, which could re- 
place castor oil, would seon find favor. 
The methods of purifying castor oil have, 
however, been much improved of late, and 
nearly or quite all its disagreeably acridity 
can now be removed.—Sanilary Eng. 
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The Saponification of Red Oil. 


It is well known that red oil, after hav- 
ing been saponified and grained ont, is 
boiled clear with difficulty. It gives a very 
good curd soap, however, if it is treated 
according to the following manner, in 
which I worked it for many years: 

Owing to the very rapid saponification 
of the oil, due to the fact that it is nota 
neutral fat, but a fatty acid, it was not 
placed at first into the pan, as is done with 
other fats, but only after the soda lye, of 
20 degree B. and of a quantity sufficient to 
sapouify 6000 pounds red oil, had reached 
the boiling point, the oil was placed in. 
A bunching could not occur on account of 
the excess of lye, and saponification ensued 
atonce. As soon as the lye was saturated 
with oil, and the former would receive 
nothing further, the red oil showed itself 
on the surface in a flaky, half-saponified 
condition, and thereafter only sufficient 
lye for dressing was necessary, to saponify 
the excess of fat. The soap was then 
grained out, and boiled in goed, thick 
sheets. It was then left to stand until the 
next day, when the waste lye was removed, 
or the soap dipped off. Weak 5 or 6 graded 
lye was employed on the second day, for 
the purpose of washing the soap out, and 
to get it clear, as well as for producing the 
desired appearance of the curd formation. 
This process of treating-with feeble lye 


was repeated three times, and-the soap was | 


then well covered and !eftin the pan, A 
froth foam, three inches thick, had alter 
this time formed on top, which was used 
again by every fresh boiling. Under this 
foam was the clear, handsome, fluid curd 
which was cast into small, shallow forms.of 
about 300 pounds, so that the soap might 
cool quickly. 

The oleine soap obtained in this manner 
was entirely settled, without any marble 
whatever, bleached very handsomely, and 
was eagerly purchased in families. 
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The Canadian Phosphate Trade. 


The remarkable development of the 
Canada phosphate trade within the short 
space of about nine years is full of hope 
and promise for the future. In its first 
year, says the Monetary Times, much less 
than two hundred tons was exported, 
which in 1876 swelled to 2713 tons. The 
progress has been steudy; for there were 
shipped in 1880 13,000 tons and 15,000 in 
1881, while this year the export is expected 
té reach 20,000 tons. The prices obtained 
for this valuable mineral have varied a 
great deal since the inception of the trade 
in 1873. As low as nine dollars per ton 
has been paid for the article in the port of 
Montreal, and just now the prices range 
from $20 to $22 f.o. b. Montreal. The 
prices ruling in Liverpool for the last 
three years since the recovery of brisk 
trade in England have been as follows: 
January, 1880, 10d. per unit or percentage 
of phosphate; in January, 1881, prices ad- 
vanced to 15d. per unit; while last Janu- 
ary the figure of 17d. was reached. Now 
their prices are made on a basis of 75 per 
cent of phosphate of lime, which means 
that since January, 1880, prices have been 
$15, $22.50, and $25.50. Phosphates of 
high grade, testing from 80 to 90 per cent., 
are of eourse worth from five to fifteen 
units more. At17d per unit,a difference of 
$3.40 per ton is realized on a mineral run- 
ning up to 85 per cent. of the tribasic 
phosphate of lime. 

There are improvements, says our con- 
temporary, which might be introduced 
with advantage here, and they are in 
modes of mining and packing the article. 
Hitherto, few serious attempts have been 
made to mine the mineral in any system- 
atic way. What is wanted is the rock- 
drill, in place of the little tinkerirg hand 
implements one meets with in many mines. 
There should also be mills located at some 
point convenient to the shipping stages 
where the mineral might be passed 
through a milling process which would 
reduce it to the size of peas or corn. In 
this process, the mica and other impuri- 
ties would be taken out and the grade of 
the phosphate would be raised. Now, as 
the average of these impurities would sel- 
dom exceed four per cent. it follows that 
the phosphate would be improved to that 
extent, and the value of the improvement 
would be four times 34 cents, which would 
give us $1,36 per ton.

Liquid and Gaseous Fuel. 
BY WM. L. LAY. 

In the Pennsylvania petroleum regions, 
the oil is found in pools and streams, In 
Oil Creek Valley, there is a stream that 
runs north while the water in the creek 


‘runs south. This was proved by the fact, 


that in some eighteen wells on the Qil 
Stream, the most Southern well pumped 
oil first and as the salt water was ex- 
hausted, the next well was supplied with 
oil and so on, advancing up the creek 
until the last well was reached. When 
wells are drilled into the pools, the gas 
forces the oil to the surface, but when they 
surround the pools the wells produce only 
gas. Such wells are said to be on the gas 
streak, aud are utilized to supply fuel to 
the engines for drilling aud pumping, as 
well as cooking, heating and lighting, 
When an operator gets a gas well, he does 
not drill further in that direction for oil, 
experience bas taught him, that to do so 
would give him aa dry hole, a well yield- 
ing neitber gas nor oil. Many of the 
wells, producing only gas, are more profit. 
able than they would be if they produced 
oil at the present price. The gas is con- 
veyed in pipes to the drilling wells and 
sob! for n certain price per days’ supply, 
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ora bargain is made to supply sufficient 
fuel to drill the well fora fixed sum. As 
the gas always issues from the well under 
pressure, no other means is required to 
convey it to the wells in the neighborhood, 
Some of the gas wells in the Sheffield 
region furnish gas sufficient to supply 
fuel for eight or ten fifteen-horse power 
boilers, At Fredonca, in New York State, 
on the border of Pennsylvania, natural 
gas has been used for fuel for the past 
fifteen. years; also at Beaver Falls, in Penn- 
sylvania, and at Liverpool in Ohio. In 
these places they never get oil; but at 
Smiths’ Ferry, near Liverpool, and on 
Slippery Rock Creek; near Beaver Ealls. 
there are oil wells. 

One of the largest gas wells ever bored 
is in Butler County, Pa., the gas is con- 
veyed through a fiveinch wrought iron 
pipe to Pittsburg, a distance of twenty- 
eight miles, and used io furnish fuel for 
one or more blast furnaces. At the well, 
the pressure at first was more than seven 
hundred pounds to the square inch (no 
gauge that could be procured registered 
high enough to ascertain the full pres- 
sure). When the gas was let into the 
pipe the pressure was as given above, 
and when it issued from the Pittsburg 
end it was only five pounds. This wasa 
great disappointment to the owners of the. 
pipe line, who had invested a large som 
of money in it, and failure stared them in 
the face. Asit was the first attempt to 
convey natural gas so long a distance, the 
engineer had no data to judge by, but he 
decided that it was not possible for the 
friction to make such a difference. Various 
experiments were made to remedy the 
fault, without knowing the cause of the 
difficulty. It was supposed that stones, 
dirt, or some of the tools had accidentally 
got into the pipe while it was being laid. 
To find the location of the supposed ob- 
struction, holes were drilled in the pipe 
every half mile and the pressure-gauge 
applied, but without throwing any light 
upon the difficulty, until a certain point 
was reached, when a great difference ap- 
peared on the gauge, and on taking the 
pipe apart, n cylinder of wood was 
found, that filled the pipe nicely, and 
through the centre of the stick, an inch 
hole had been bored. The difficulty was 
removed at once and a villainous plot ex- 
posed. The villain was shrewd, for he 
knew that if the full current of gas was 
stopped, search would be made to ascer- 
tain the cause, but if a small quantity ef | 
gas was allowed to fl»w, the owuers would 
give it up as a failure, but his having 
made the hole too small, led to the dis- 
covery of the plot which would have 
enabled him to continue to supply the 
coal that was displaced by the gas. 

Last year a large gas well was drilled in 
Westmoreland County, Pa, The force of 
the gas is now so strong, that a flame more 
than one hundred feet high has been 
maintained by it for months past. The 
well is on ground leased for oil purposes, 
and the gas has not been put to any use- 
ful purpose, because the lessees and the 
owners of the land are disputing about the 
ownership of the gas. It is reported that 
they have compromised their differences 
and sold the well to a company, who will 
convey the gas through pipes to Pittsburg 
and use it to puddle iren. It is said the 
quantity is sufficient to fire one hundred 
puddling furnaces, In the blast furnace 
that used the natural gas from Butler 
County, the iron made is of a superior 
quality and sells for two dollars more per 
ton than that made by coal. The difference 
in quality arises from the absence of 
sulphurin the gas. This treedom from 
sulphur makes the natural gas the very

RED PIGMENTS. 

Below we have compiled a list of dye, 
stuffs of vegetable or animal origin, that 
are well adapted for the production of 
lakes. 


RED PIGMENTS AND DYES FROM 
MADDER, ALIZARINE, PURPURINE- 
MADDER LAKES, MUNICH LAKES. 
Madder is the root of the dye plant Rubia 

tinctorum, and has from very remote times 
been in universal use as a preferred dye- 
stuff, especially for cotton; it furnishes ex- 
cellent and fast dyes of various kinds, and 
is much employed for the manufacture of 
brilliant red lakes, which are distinguished 
by their solidity, and superior to all other 
non-mineral colors. 

The numerous experiments with madder 
and its dyestuffs have in general given the 
following results : 

1. As far as the percentage of red pig- 
ments in the root, and primary substances 
farnishing them, is concerned, they are 
chiefly found in the parenchyma of the 
bark—that is, in the fleshy part of the tap 
root, between the epidermis and the wood, 
different roots, of course, containing vary- 
ing quantities. The value of the madder 
does not alone depend upon the primary 
richness of dyestuffs in the parenchyma of 
the bark, but also upon the manipulation 
to which it is subjected, and the purpose 
of these elaborations performed on 
the entire root, for freeing it from 
adbering soil and fibrille, containing none 
of the valuable properties, but also ot the 
epidermis and woody ingredients, for 
which purpose various cleaning methods 
are employed. Madder occurs in com- 
merce both in pieces and ground. Its 
quality can neither be judged by its ap. 
pearance nor according to the !ocali 


where grown, but must in each individual 
case be ascertained by a minute investiga- 
tion. Again, it has been found that fresh 
madder at first contains little or no ready 
formed dyestuff, but simply the so-called 
chromogens, that is, pigment-generating: 
substance, which only gradually, under 
certain influences, is converted into the 
actual red pigment. The quantity of col- 
oring matter is very small at first, but de- 
velops by asort of fermentation to a cei~ 
tain limit, after which it is deteriorated 
again by advancing decomposition. This 
converting process occurs especially in the 
case of ground madder, upon the admis- 
sion of air; not, however, if this is ex- 
cluded. 

2. The pigments of the madder, employ- 
ed in dyeing red, and chiefly used in the 
manufacture of lakes, are two different 
compounds, and specially characterized 
red combinations. The alizarine—the most 
important pigment of the madder—and 
the purpurine. As above stated, they are 
partly formed by a natural fermenting pro- 
cess, occurring within the root itself, and 
partly artificially produced and separated 
by the conversion of the original pigment- 
forming substance of the madder, assisted 
by chemical means. The sap pressed from 
the fleshy portion of the fresh madder con- 
sists of an acid yellowish fluid which 
changes into red upon exposure to air; it 
assumes a purple color when mixed with 
ammonia, and a high red one upon the 
addition of sulphuric acid, while the fluid, 
when diluted;-parts again with its red dye. 
Nothing further is proven in this direction 
of fresh madder. 


Chemists have aiso extracted other dyes 
not red, but mostly yellow, from the dried 
madder, and which furnish alizarine or 
purpurine, as well as secondary products, 
upon treatment with chemical reagents. 
This shows also that the dried madder has 
not yet elaborated all its alizarine and pur- 
purine, and that by a suitable treatment of 
the madder the complete conversion of the 
unformed primary principles within the 
root may be effected.

Pig lead has been quiet the past week, the in- 
quiry being entirely for small lots for present 
wants. Asteady feeling prevails, prices favor 
ing the seller.

White lead in oilis in demand for future de- 
livery, consumers and dealers showing a consid- 
erable anxiety to buy, though their ideas are 
rather lower than the views entertained by cor- 
roders. Some sales are making at 6}<c net, but 
the general asking price for large lots is 634c, 
less 2% per cent.The jobbing demand is good for 
the last week in the year, though at another 
time it might be considered light. Small buyers 
must pay 634c, less 144 per cent, and 634c net, 
according to size of order. City dry lead is not 
wauted for prompt del very, and we hear of no 
gales making for future, though there is some in- 
quiry. Western lead, dry or in oil, is not receiv- 
ing much attention here at the moment. The 
Ways and Means Cummittee have recommended 
a dutyof 30 (the present rate) on white 
lead dry and in oil. 

American oxide of zinc is selling in asmall way 
for prompt delivery. There is no change in 
prices, the manufacturers still quoting 334c for 
off quality, and 4@4!4c for good to prime white.

Dry Colors. 

The advent of the Christmas holidays has 
checked business in all branches of the paint 
trade, and during the past week very little of in- 
terest has transpired. The market as a whole is 
steady, and no important changes have occurred 
since our last. The Ways and Means Committee 
does not approve of the recommendation of the 
Tarif Commission to reduce the duties on red 
lead and litharge, and has increased the rate to 
3c per lb. on eituer articles 


REDS. 


Red lead is quiet, and selling only in small lots 
for current requirements. Manufacturers are 
steadily holding to their agreement and will not 
shade prices a fraction. They quote 6c for large 
lots and 64c for smaller quantities. 

Litharge is not wanted, aud the only business 
doing is in deliveries on o]d contracts. The mar- 
ket, however, is firm, and nothing below 534c¢ 
would be accepted for large parcels, while for 
smaller lots 60 must be paid. 

Orange mineral is in the usual jobbing demand 
for the season, buyers taking what they require 
for immediate necessities. Prices are steadily 
maintained, nothing ofrering below previous 
quotations. Sales are made at 734@8c for Eng- 
lish and German, 84@8%4 for domestic, 12@13c 
for French on the spot and 11@11}¢c for the lat- 
ter to arrive, according to brand and quantity. 

Quicksilver vermilion occupies the same posi- 
tion as when we last wrote. The market, as 
usual during the holiday season, is very quiet, 
but manufacturers are firmiy sustaining prices

Vegetabie Oils. 

Linseed oil is selling fairly for the time of year 
though tke transactions are chiefly in jobbing 
lots. A firmer feeling prevails, though there is 
no quotable change in prices. Many buyers are 
in the market, and a good deal of oil could be 
sold for forward delivery, but crushers feel- 
ing confident of maintaining present rates if not 
getting better prices in the future show no dis- 
position to enter into long contracts. The views 
of buyers have undergoné a decided change 
during the past few weeks, and those who for- 
merly bid 50c are now willing to pay 52@53c. 
Most of the sales making bring 54c only the 
larger buyers being supplied at 53c. Western is 
not offering to any extent here at present and Is 
quoted nominally at 5ic. Buyers’ views are 
about 49c for large lots, though they might 
pay 50c for jobbing quantities. 

Mustard seed oil is quiet. There is scarcely 
anything offering and the market is very firm at 
90c. 
Rapeseed oil sells in a small way at 8744@90c. 

Large lots could be bought at 85c, but are not 

wanted. The foreign market is firmer. 

Crudp cottonseed oil still has a downward ten- 
dency. Contracts are running out at the mills 
and refiners are unwilling to renew, anticipating 

. lower prices, There isso much uncertainty re- 

garding the future of refined oil, the latter not 
having touched a figure at which it can be ex- 
ported in any large quantity, that refiners are at 
a loss to know at what price they can safely buy 
crude, and prefer to remain out of the mar«et at 
present. It is predicted that crude will sell low- 
er this season than at any time in many years 
past, and it has been stated that while the pro- 
duction cannot be accurately gauged, with plenty 
of seed and the mills running night and day, the 
outturn will be larger than ever before. The 
spot market has been rather quiet the past week, 
as buyers not being in actual need of supplies are 
not disposed to make purchases unless they can 
do so at rates that will posses some advantages 
forthem. The sales reported foot up 500 bbls 
at 3734@400 according tw quantity. There is very 
little strictly prime oil arriving the bulk of the 
receipts being more or less off-quality. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is affected by 
the Gecline in crude and does not sell except to 
fill absolute wants. There is a reluctance shown 
by some holder to meet the views of Luyers, but 
the geverul tendency of the market is downward. 
It is stated that unless sellers are willing to grant 
concessions with every transactions they find it 
dificult to effect sales. The business the past 
week has been chiefly in small lo:s for present 
wants, the sales amounting to about 800 barrels 
at 47@500. Consumers’ views are low and jub- 
bing sales bring hardly mure than the figures 
quoted for larger lots. 

Winter yellow cottonseed oil is unchanged. 
There is a moderate jobbing demand which is 
supplied at the quotations given below. White 
is quiet but steady.

A Sammary of the Cinchona Barks of 
Commerce, 


The following interesting paper, recently read 
before the Chemists’ Assistants’ Association of 
Great Britain by William Elborne, assistant 
curator of the Museum of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain, is reprinted from the 
pages of our esteemed contemporary, The Ameri- 
can Pharmacist ; 

The important genus Cinchona gives its name 
to the order of which it is a member, namely, 
Cinchonacee, Botanically the genus includes 
trees of various sizes, some reaching an altitude 
of 80 feet and upwards, with evergreen leaves 
and deciduous stipules. The flowers are of 
a white or pinkish cvlor, very fragrant and ar- 
ranged in panicles. The corolla is salver- 
shaped, and nearly, if not quite, conceals the five 
stamens. The ovary is crowned with a fleshy 
disc; the style simple; the stigma two-cleft. The 
fruit is an ovate capsule, grooved on both sides, 
crowned by the limb of the calyx, and dehiscing 
from below upwards, in order to allow of the 
escape of the numerous winged seeds, which lat- 
ter peculiarity is especially characteristic of the 
order. According to the enumeration of Ben- 
tham and Hooker, thirty-six species have been 
distinguished; but of these not more than about 
a dozen have been economically utilized as fur- 
nishing the commercial cinchona, or Peruvian 
bark. The plants are natives of the western 
mountainous regions of South America, their 
geographical range extending from 10 deg. N. to 
22 deg. 8. lat.; and they flourish generally at an 
elevation of from 5,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
the level of the sea, although some have been 
noted as growing as high as 11,000 feet, and 
others have been found down to 2,600 feet. Of 
the commercial barks there are several varieties, 
They * as follows:

The official barks of the British Pharmacopoeia 
are four in number: (1) The pale Loxa or crown 
bark (cortex cinchone pallida) yielded by Cin. 
chona officinalis; (2) The yellow or Calisaya bark 
(cortez cinchone flave), the produce of C. Calisaya; 
(3) Phe red bark (cortex cinchone rubra), derived 
from (. sucsiyubra; and (4) Columbian bark, 0. 


Faneifolia, directed to be used as a source of qui- 


nine. These are the sources of the tinctures, 
extracts and other preparations, while, in com- 
mon with several others, they also yield the alka- 
loids which now constitute the chief form in 
which the active principles of the barks are ad. 
ministered in medicine. Their great value de- 
pends upon the presence of these alkaloids, viz., 
quinine, quinidine, cinchonine and cinchonidine, 
which exist principally in the cellular tissues out- 
side the liber, in combination with kinic and 
tannic acids. It is found that certain barks con- 
tain more ef one principle than of another; hence 
their greater or less commercial value, and the 
skill and complex knowledge required by the 
manufacturer to distinguish the different varie- 
ties. The C. Calisaya, C. officinalis and C. lanci- 
JSolia from Colombia are species rich in quinine, 
which, inthe form of sulphate, is the alkaloid 
most extensively employed in medicine. Among 
the other barks used as sources of quinine, ete., 
the principal are: Columbian bark, C. lancifolia; 
Pitayo bark, C. Pitayensis; gray or Lima bark, 
C. micrantha, C. nitida and C. Peruviana; and a 
variety ot Carthagena bark, C. lanceolate. In 
addition to quinine the C. Pitayensis specialty 
contains quinidine, the C. succirubra, cinchonid- 
ine, and the C@. nitida, C. micrantha and C. 
Peruviana, from the Huanuco region, cinchonine. 
These alkaloids, extracted from the barks, are 
recognized by their several distinctive chemical 
characteristics, while the barks producing them 
are likewise distinguished by a careful scrutiny 
of their external appearance, the lichens, &c., 
growing on them, the way in which they break, 
their task and odor, as well as by their micros- 
copical and {chemicai characters. The manner 
in which barks break transversely, or their 
fracture, as it is termed, depends on their ana- 
tomical structure, and affords an important 
eriterion of the quality of the bark, cellular tissue 
breaking with a short or smooth fracture, woody 
tissue with a fibrous fracture. The best charac- 
teristics by whieh barks containing much quin- 
ine may be distinguished are the shortness of the 
fibers which coyer the transverse fracture and 
the facility with which they may be detached, 
instead of being flexible and adhering as in bad 
barks. Thus when dry Calisaya is handled a 
quantity of very small splinters run into the skin 
causing much irritation, and this forms One of its 
distinguishing marks. The importance of cin- 
chona barks in medicine renders it necessary to 
give some account of the manner in which they 
are collected and dried in their native forests 
and prepared for exportation. The following 
notice bas been extracted, therefore, chiefly from 
Weddell and Markham. 

The hardships of bark collecting in the prime- 
val forests of South America are of the severest 
kind, and undergone only by half civilized In- 
dians and people of mixed race, in the pay of 
speculators or companies located in the towns. 
Those who are engaged in the business, es- 
pecially the collectors themselves, ure called 
Cascarilleros, from the Spanish word Cascara, 
meaning dark. A major-domo at the head of the 
collectors directs the proceedings of the several 
bands in the forest itself, where provisions, and 
afterwards the produce, are stowed away in huts 
of light construction. 

The Cascarillero, having tound his tree, has 
usually to free its stem from the luxuriant climb- 
ing and parasitic plants with which it is en- 
circled. This done he begins in most cases at 
once to remove, after a previous beating, the 
sapless layer of outer bark. In order to detach 
the valuable inner bark, longitudinal and trans- 
verse incisions are made as high as can be reached 
onthe stem. The tree is then felled and the 
peeling completed. In most cases, but especi- 
ally if previously beaten, the bark separates 
easily from the wood. In many localities it has 
to be dried by a fire made on the floor of a hut, 
the bark being placed on hurdles above, which 
proves a serviceable arrangement, In Southern 
Peru and Bolivia, however, even the thickest 
Calisaya bark is dried in the sun, without re- 
quiring the aid of a fire. The thinner bark as it 
dries rolls up into tubes or qullis, while the pieces 
stripped from the trunks are made to dry flat by 
being placed one upon another and loaded with 
weights. The bark of the root was formerly 
neglected, but is now in several instances brought 
into the market. After drying, the barks are 
either assorted, chiefly according to size, or all 
are packed without distinction in sacks or bales. 
In some places the bark is even stamped, in otder 
to reduce its bulk as much as possible. The 
dealers in the export towns enclose the bark in 
serons of raw bullock-hide, which, contracting 
as it dries, tightly compresses the contents of the 
package (100 lbs. or more). 


The ports to which bark is conveyed for ship- 
ment to Europe are not very numerous. Guaya- 
quil, on the Pacific Coast, is the most important 
for produce of Equador; Pitayo bark is largely 
exported from Buenaventura in the bay of 
Choco, further north. 

Payta, the most northerly port of Peru, and 
Callao, the port of Lima, likewise export bark, 
the latter being the natural outlet for the barks 
of Central Peru, from Huanuco to Cusco. Islay, 
and more particularly Arica, receive the valu- 
able barks of Carabaya and of the high valleys 
of Bolivia. Among other ports may be men- 
tioned Santa Marta, Savanilla and Maracaibo.

From the above tables it is noticeable that the 
richer barks still continue to be consigned to 
England. 

The reckless system of bark cutting in the 
forests of South America, which has resulted in 
the utter extermination of the tree from many 
localities, has, within recent years, aroused the 
attention of the Old World, and at length 
prompted serious efforts to cultivate the tree on 
a larger scale in other countries. The enter- 
prise undertaken by Markham in 1859, of intro- 
ducing the cultivation of Peruvian bark trees 
into British India and Ceylon, is now an assured 
success. During twenty years the enterprise 
has since steadily progressed. There are now 
more than 900 acres under cinchona cultiva- 
tion in the Government plantations on 
the Nilgiri Hills, besides 4,000 acres of 
private plantations on the Nilgiris, in 
Wainad, Coorg, and other hil districts of 
Southern India, In British Sikkim the 
Government plantations cover an area of 2,242 
acres, The annual bark crop from the Govern- 
ment plantations of British India alone is already 
500.000 Ibs. In 1879-80 the quantity of bark sold 
in the London market, from British India and 
Ceylon, was 1,172,080 lbs. Moreover, the East 
India source of bark supply is now a most im- 
portant one as regards both quantity and quality. 
Thus the whole enterprise of introducing all the 
valuable cinchona species from South America 
into India, Ceylon and Jamaica has been made 
complete in all its parts, and as at present C. suc- 
cirubra and C. officinalis greatly preponderates 
these species will form the main source of the 
future bark supply from India. 

The methods adopted in India of harvesting the 
bark are also worthy of comment, as they have 
proved a means of considerably increasingfthe 


yield of alkaloids. They comprise the two dif- 
feront systems known as “mossing” and “cop. 
picing.”” The “mossing’’system consists in longi- 
tudinally stripping eight-year old trees of their 
bark at intervals of about two inches apart, 
winding moss all round the decorticated parts 
and tying it on with fibre. At the end of six or 
twelve months the strips of bark left untouched 
at the first stripping are removed, and the inter- 
vals they occupied on the trunk are mossed. At 
the end of twenty-two months, on an average) 
the spaces occupied by the bark originally taken 
are found to be covered with renewed bark, 
much thicker than the natural bark of the same 
age, and this renewed ba*k can be removed and 
a fresh process of renewal again be fostered by 
moss. The enrichment of the renewed bark {a 
said to be at the expense of the bark outside the 
mossed region; and also that the renewal is pre: 
vented or much retarded by tle least injury te 
the cambium layer. The proteetion from light 
afforded by the moss also has been proved to in: 
crease the supply of alkaloid. 


The “coppicing” system consists in cutting 
down the trees near the ground and allowing one 
or more of the young crops of the shoots which 
rise from the stumps to grow. The trees aré 
barked at the proper season by coolies, to whom 
the felled stems and branches are made over as 
soon as they are cut. Provided with a stout 
knife, the coolie first marks the bark off inta 
long narrow strips by putting his knife under it 
and pressing upwards. The end being freed, the 
remainder of the strip readily comes off; the 
bark is then laid to dry in sheds fitted with open 
shelves made of split bamboo.

The Spread of Adulteration. 


In spite of the earnest endeavors of the law- 
givers of all civilized nations to stamp out or at 
any rate lessen the plague of adulteration, we 
ean hardly take up a pharmaceutical journal, whe- 
ther it be published in London, Paris, 
Brussels, Vienna, Berlin, St. Petersburg, Flo- 
rence, Naples, or in one of the many cities on 
the other side of the Atlantic, without meeting 
with some gross case of adulteration of drugs or 
food. 

Our learned fellow worker, Dr. Hermann 
Hager, editor of Pharmaceutische Centrathalle, 
and his able colleague, Dr. E. Geissler, have 
been unremitting in their efforts to expose 
fraudulent practices with regard to drugs and 
food, whether in the way of adulteration or 
substitution, ever since the establishment of 
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their excellent journal some three and twenty 
years ago. 

In a recent number of the Centralhalle, Dr. 
Geissler once more mounts his war-horse, sword 
in hand, and armed de pied en cap, to fight and 
conquer the foul fiend. 

Those of our readers who have felt their 
gorges rise at the late revelations with regard to 
the adulteration of drugs in England, may pos- 
sibly console themselves with the fact that 
foreign manufactures and importers are far 
from being immaculate, but, honestly speak- 
ing, the consolation to be derived in this case is 
but a poor one, and resembles the comfort that 
some selfish philosophers draw from tlfe idea 
that if they are sudfering from a slight headache, 
their neighbor is undergoing the agonies of 
neuralgia. 

In the number of the Centralhalle alluded to 
above, Dr. Geissler has given an interesting ac- 
count of a shameful fraud practiced bya Bo- 
hemian chemical manufacturer on a highly re- 
spectable Dresden house. The buyer of the 
firm, seeing an advertisement in a Prague paper, 
in which glycerin was offered for sale at a com- 
paratively low price, wrote to the address given, 
and ordered a small sample, which was received 
in due course, but with a special notification 
that the said glycerin was not fit for internal 
use. This notification, it appears, escaped the 
eye of the buyer, who being well pleased with 
the physical appearance of the sample, and not 
suspecting anything wrong, sent on an order for 
two barrels, which were duly deJivered. In the 
meantime, the buyer read the notification al- 
luded to above, and at once saw that he was the 
victim of a flagrant fraud; he accordingly sent a 
sample to Dr. Geissler for examination and 
analysis. 

Accoriing to the learned Doctor’s report, the 
so-called glycerin was of a slightly yellow color, 
and almost transparent. Rubbed in the hand it 
at first felt somewhat oily, and afterwards 
seemed to impart a peculiar dryness to the skin. 
The taste was very bitter and unpleasant, 
not wholly unlike that of very impure glycerin. 
Its only resemblance to glycerin was however its 
sp. gr., Which was 1.269. 

Evaporated on a water-bath it left behinda 
residue of a brown color, which, at a few degrees 
above boiling point became dry and powdery, 
On being weighed, this residue was found to 
amount to over 53 percent of the whole. The 
heat being raised still higher, the residue began 
to fumefy, and finally resolved itself into a white 
ash, which gave a strongly alkaline reaction. 
Pursuing the examination still further. Dr. Geiss 
ler soon found that this so-called glycerin, which 
was not fit for external use, consisted of nothing 
else but a mixture of water, magnesium chloride, 
starch-sugar, and dextrin. in the following 
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Of glycerin there was not the siallin trace. 

‘** When we consider,” says Dr. Geissler, “that 
this so-called glycerin could be detected with 
comparative ease, we can only wonder at the 
barefaced and shameless character of the fraud.” 
The barrels were marked “Glycerin chem r, 
chemically pure), and the stuff itself was des- 
cribed in the invoice as ‘Chemical Glycerin. 
White. 30°.” 

It is highly improbable that the fraud, so ably 
exposd by Dr. Geissler, is the only one which 
these Bohemian swindlers have perpetrated; it 
consequently behooves those of our readers who 
buy German qualities of glyceryn to be on their 
guard, while those who have parcels in stock 
from unknown sources, will do well to'test them. 

The drying effects on the skin of this abomin- 
able concoction would work no small amount of 
mischief in certain skin disorders, while over 
the possible results of its internal exhibition in 
any quantity, as a substitute for cod-liver oil, 
we prefer to draw a veil. 

In our last number (7'e Chemists’ Journal, vol. 
V, p. 313), we drew attention to the analysis of 
tha condensed milk of a certain company, made 
by Dr. Stutzer, of Eonn, and in doing so w 
quoted the directions given on the label for the 
preparation of the milk for babies’ use from 
memory. We have now one of the cans of the 
company before us, and copy the portion of the 
label which rel2tes to this subject. =:

Castor Oil, Soluble Oil and Glycerine, 


The following papers, submitted to the Metro- 
politan Industrial League and forming a part of 
its report to the Tariff Commission, gives some 
interesting facts relative to the industries to 
which they refer: 

New York, September 8, 1882. 
Mr. Charles 8S, Hill, Metropolitan Industrial League; 

Dear Sir,—We are interested in the manvfac- 
ture of castor oil, having erected works some 
years ago,atan outlay of over $100,000, with 
the expectation that afair protection would be 
accorded ns as against the very cheap labor of 
East India, the great foreign seat of castor oil 
manufacture, and would state that this industry 
while, comparatively speaking not a large one 
has grown, under the favorable conditions of 
present tariff untilnow the entire consumption 
of the United States is supplied by castor oil 
madein this country, from machinery made 
here. 

The capital invested in the plant for the man- 
ufacture of the oil, &c., is some $850,000, and 
unless a liberal protectionis granted the manu- 
facturer of castor ofl in this country the whole 
business would be entirely destroyed, and the 
factories and machinery rendered worthless by 
reason of the superior favilities which foreign 
manufacturers of castor oilenjoy, and which 
would enable them to deliver their oil in this 
country at a price which would drive the Amer- 
jean oil from t3e market, aud ruin the domestic 
industry, after which accomplishment the for 
eign manufacturers would doubtless advance 
their prices su that castor oil would cost our 
home consumers much more than it does now, 
this being a very common proceeding with for- 
eigners when they have once obtained control 
of our markets. 

The disadvantages under which American 
manufacturers of castor oil labor, us compared 
with foreiga manufacturers, are many. In the 
first place labor in East India, where the oil is 
made, is from 3 to Gannas a day (9 to 18 cents), 
while we pay $1 75 to $2 for ordinary hands, and 
from $5 to $8 for foremen, &o,, or some 1,600 
per cent more than the foreiguer pays. 

Again, in freighting the crude ‘material (castor 
seed) from. East India, the principal place 
whence it is imported, we are compelled to pay 
freight on the castor seed, while “they freight 


the oll iteelf, As the ojlis only about one-third 





of the substance of the seed, it will be seen at 
once that we have to pay freight on three times 
the quantity of material (seed) which the foreign 
manufacturer has to pay on, in laying down the 
same quantity of oll in this country. 

Further, we pay a considerable duty on the tin 
from which we make the cans to hold the oil, 
while the cans which {contain imported oil pay 
no duty whatever. 

The mere fact of there being [a duty on castor 
oil sufficient to keep foreigners from crushing 
this domestic industry does not compel the con- 
sumersin this country to pay a high price for 
their oil, home competition preventing anything 
but a moderate percentage being realized from 
the business. As proof of this statement, we 
would state that although the duty isand has 
been $1 per gallon, the average price at which 
domestic castor oi] has been sold in this country 
for the past six years is $1 0234 per gallon; the 
average price for each year being as follows:

So thatitis at once manifest that, while the 
duty has kept foreign castor oil out of our mar- 
ket, the consumers have not had anytbing to 
complain of. And yet, ulthough the taking off 
of the entire duty on castor oil would cause our 
mills to close their doors andthrow their work- 
men outof employment, we could still manu- 
facture ata moderate margin of profit if the 
duty were reduced to 60 vents per gallon, provi- 
ded castur seed is admitted free. or at a duty not 
exceeding 20 cents per bushel, and we woula 
therefore urge the propriety of reducing the 
duty on castor oilto 60 cents per gallon, and 
castor seed or beans to 20 cents per bushel of 60 
pounds. 

The foregoing will give you the principal 
points on which we base our views, and we trust 
that they are in such shape that you may be able 
without any difficulty to embody the main points 
in your manuscript,

SOLUHMLE OIL. 


To the Metropolitan Industrial League, New York; 
Gentlemen,—As manufacturers of soluble oil 



















we would respectfully call your ‘attention to the 
disadvantages under which we labor, and also to 
the amount of duty the government loses, to 
which it is justly entitled, by reason of the im- 
‘portation of this article at arate of duty much 
less than its constituent parts would pay. 


Permit us to state that the manufacture of 
this important article in this country ic almost 
entirely destroyed and that of foreign countries 
stimulated, by allowing it to come inat arate 
of duty so much less than that which applies to 
the materials of which it is composed. Being 
solublein water, it is used extensively in print- 
ing ayd dyeing and is composed of castor and 
other oils (usually averaging 50 to 70 per cent of 
the article) the remainder being oil of vitriol, 
aqua ammonia, and water. It is imported under 
various names, viz.: alizarine assistant, dye as- 
sistant, oleine, soap liquor (which ison the free 
list) soluble oil, turkey red Oil, paying but 20 per 
cent. duty ad valorem. 


In 1881 there were imported [into this country 
about 1,200,000 Ibs, or some 150,000 gallons. 

The duty on the castor oil contained in the 
quantity (some 75.000 gallons), at the present 
tariff on castor oil ($1 per gallon), would be 
$75,000. The duty actually paid was about $9,- 
600, thus depriving the government of some $65,- 
000 revenue, to which it was entitled, in addition 
to crushing the industry in this country by thus 
protecting the foreign manufacturers of this ar- 
ticle at the expense of our domestic manufac- 
turers. 

To remedy this evil we would respectfully ad- 
vocate the adoption of the following clause in 
the tariff: “That the article known as soluble 
oil, alizarine assistant, dye assistant, oleine, tur- 
key red oil, orany similar compounds, by what- 
ever name they may be known, shall pay the fol- 
lowing duty: 35 cents per gallon when contain- 
ing 50 per cent. orless of castor oil and other 
oils, and a pro rata increase when the percentage 
of oil in the compound is increased.” 

This percentage of of oil can be very easily 
determined. We would call your attention spe- 
cially to the sentence above, “or by whatever 
name it shall be known,” as it would be useless 
to provide for the above duty on the names of 
the article as mentionod above, as the foreign 
manufacturs would simply bring it into this 
country under ‘some newly invented name, in 
order to avail themselves of the 20 per cent ad 
valorem duty. : 

In order to prevent the future importation fof 
this and similar articles by foreign manufactur- 
ers to the detriment and loss to the government 
and our domestic manufacturers, we would ear- 
nestly advocate the insertion after Schedule M of 
the following clause: ‘‘Any non-enumerated ar- 
ticle, being composed wholly or in part of any 
article embraced in Schedule M, shall pay the 
same rate of duty as is chargeable on that con- 
stituent part paying the highest duty.

GLYCERINE. 


Under the same Scneaule the League asks con- 
sideration of the following paper of Messrs. Marx 
& Rawolle: 

Respecting proposed changes and revisions in 
the existing tariff, we respectfully desire to call 
your attention to the article of glycerine, in 
which we are largely interested as refiners and 
distillers and importers of the crude material 
from Europe. 

Crude glycerine is mostly obtained at present 
as a secondary or by-product in the manufacture 
of stearine candles. A small quantity (since Jan- 
uary 1, 1881) has also been made from soap lye 
waters; and various other (hitherto mostly un- 
successful) attempts have been made to extract 
the crude glycerine from fats and oils. before the 
latter had been converted into soap and other ar- 
ticles. Crude glycerine as thus made is 
of various shades of brown or dark yellow color; 
whereas, manufactured glycerine is either white 
or light yellow color. although if badly or im- 
perfectly refined and distilled it may even be of 
a brown color; or manufactured glycerine may 
be artificially colored, like sugars. Hence, 
neither color, nor specitie gravity, nor both, are 
sufficient criterions to aistinguish crude from 
manufactured glycerine. 

Our business consists in refining and distilling 
the impure crude glycerine, and producing the 
pure white and yellow glycerines for drugs and 
manufacturing purposes. The crude material 
we buy from the stearine candle manufacturers, 
partly in this country and partly in Europe, more 
than 80 per cent of all the crude glycerine that 
we have worked in our fa3tory. 

The domestic stearine manufacturers produce 
only about one third of the total consumption of 
glycerine in this country. On the other hand, 
the domestic glycerine refiners have more than 
ampie capacity and macbinery to produce all the 
mauufactured glycerine from the crude required 
in the United States. For the above reasons we 
are unable to buy all our requirements of crude 
glycerine in this country at any price. 

The present duty is 30 per cent advalorem 
being the same on both crude and manufactured 
glycerine. This is unfair and unjust, because it 
gives no protection to us refiners, 

In changing the present advalorem duty we 
think that the total duty to be collected by the 
government will remain about the same, without 
any material increase or reduction, because the 








ameunt of duty at the proposed specific rates 
will and can be collected more efficiently and 
correctly. 

We propose a specific duty of 2 cents per 
pound on crude glycerine, and 5 cents per pound 
on manufactured glycerine. 

Crude glycerine is defined to be of a brown or 
yellow color, of 1.2500 specific gravityor less (at 
the standard temperature of 60 deg. Fahr.), as 
directly extracted from fats and oils by the 
stearine candle, soap, and other manufacturers, 
without having been subsequently purified by the 
process of refining, distilling, or both. 

Manufactured glycerine is defined to be white 
glycerine of any gravity, and brown and yellow 
glycerine of more than 1.2500 specific gravity,and 
any glycerine of any gravity which has been 
wholly or partly refined or distilled. 

We desire to change the present ad valorem 
into a specific duty, because: 

1st. The difficulty and almost impossibility of 
determining the foreign market value of gly- 
cerine. 

2d. The injustice of the present law, which 
compels us (when we have been so fortunate as 
to buy at low rates) to add value in order to 
make market value, and to pay duty thereon; 
but, on the other hand, when we are unfortu- 
nate to buy at high prices, and the market value 
hecomes lower than our contract prices, we are 
compelled to pay duty on our contract prices 
and not on market value. This isa poor law, 
which does not act both ways, and from which 
we have been suffering for some time past, and 
thus doubly increasing our misfortune, when 
losing money on depreciation of our goods. To 
this matter of market value we would specially 
and urgently call your attention. 

3d. To protect ourselves and the government 
against frauds by undervaluation. 

4th. The present inadequate and almost entire 
want of protection in the duty on manufactured 
glycerine, because as before stated, the present 
ad valorem rate of 30 per cent is the same on 
both crude and manufactured glycerine. 

We propose a specific daty of 2 cents per pound 
on crude glycerine, so as to give fair protection 
to the stearine-candle manufacturers, who at 
present are the only ones producing crude gly- 
cerine in this country. 

As a matter of course, a duty on crude glycer. 
ine makes necessary a duty on manufactured 
glycerine, and this latter should be at least 5 
cents per pound, or, say, at least 3 oents per 
pound more than the former, because— 

1st. The extra cost and labor to make the 
manufactured glycerine, our rents, wages to 
laborers, salaries to clerks, interest, many and 
expensive repairs to machinery, and general ex 
pense for conducting business, are fully double 
what they are on the continent of Europe, from 
whence about 99 percent of the manufactured 
glycerine is imported. 


2d. There is a wastage of about 25 per cent in 
producing the manufacturea from the crude gly- 
cerine. and on which wastage we have to pay 
duty. This is an important item and must not be 
overlooked. 

3d. The freight, Insurance, and banking com- 
mission which we have to pay on this 25 per cent 
wastage. 

4th. The greater eost in this counfry than in 
Europe of the packages in which manufactured 
glycerine is imported, such as glass bottles, tins, 
and cases. 

5th. The great advantage which the foreign 
refiner has over the doniestic one; the former, 
being on the spot in Europe, is naturally able 
amd does buy his crude material cheaper than the 
American refiners can buy it there. 

During the past eleven years, from 1871 to 
1881, inclusive, the average price, free on board, 
European port, was, for crude glycerine, 75 
francs per 100 kilograms, and for manufactured 
glycerine 160 francs per 100 kilograms. 

The duty on said crude was 75 francs X 19.3 
cents (220 pounds X 30 per cent) — ).974 cents 
per pound, 

The duty en said manufactured was 160 francs 
X 19.3 cents (220 pounds X 30 per cent) — 4,211 
cents per pound. 

However, during the year the average paid 
was, for crude glycerine, 155 francs per 100 
kilograms, and for manufactured glycerine 215 
francs per 100 kilograms, yielding a duty on said 
crude of 155 francs X 19.3 cents (220 pounds X 
30 per cent) — 4.079 per pound, and a duty on 
said manufactured of 215 francs X 19.3 cents 
(220 pounds X 30 per cent) ~ 5.658 cents per 
pound 

During the eleven years 1871 to 1881, inclusive, 
the difference in the duty between manufaetured 
and crude glycerine was 2.237 cents per pound, 
whereas in 1881 this difference was only 1.579 
cents per pound. and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that in future this difference will become 
still smaller, aud consequently the present ad 
valorem duty will even be less adequate as a pro- 
tection on manufactured. 

To prove how the tariff affected us in 1881, we 
give the following detailed calculation:

stantial proof to our business men that what they 
have so frequently been told by the Department 
of State is true, that there is a market in Europe 
for most everything in ordinary usein America, 
if the proper effort is made to grasp it. 

I was informed by the druggist in whose store 
these medicines are sold that they were intro- 
duced through the medium of a traveling agent 
from the above firm, who explained in graphic 
style their virtues. In reply to my question as to 
whether there was any demand for these medi- 
cines, he quickly responded, “Oh, yes, lam now 
on the point of ordering double the quantity of 
my first order. Inever had anything as new as 
they are to come as rapidly in favor, bat the de- 
mand is not as vigorous now as it will be ina 
year or twofrom now. Hop bitters is well known 
here, and I sell large quantities of them.”’ 


I asked him if he could amy suggestions to those 
with whom he dealt in the United States of bene- 
fit to himself or them. “If they,” said he, “would 
send me handsome and attractive cards for my 
show window, setting forth what these medicines 
are good for, printed in English and French, it 
would aid greatly in making them known, and 
they would soon be here what they are in Amer. 
ica, household medicines.” I hope with this ex- 
ample to see others making’the same efforts, and 
I will take occasion to say again that the princi. 
pal efforts for the advancement of our commerce 
and industry must come from our business men, 
Tne Department may suggest and direct, as it 
has done, for years to come, and its servants may 
advance theories without end, but unless these 
effort are met with corresponding exertions on 
fhe part of our business men, all that the Depart- 
ment can do for them will be unavailing. These 
medicines might have just as well been introduc- 
ed here fifteerf or twenty years ago as the present 
time. and many things might be introduced now 
that will doubtless with the same degree of 
apathy be introduced twenty years hence. Time 
may accomplish what effort would now do. 

When the commerce of a nation is reckoned by 
millions of dollars, the two items that I have 
mentioned herein may appear small, but trifles 
in commerce as well asin nature and art go to 
make perfection and power. I hope to see the 
example of Ayres & Co followed by others.

Debtor and Creditor.—Income of Debtor's Estate. 
—W made a trust of all of his property by which 
the trustees were to pay to him the net income 
semi-annually during his life ‘‘upon his order or 
receipt, the same not to be by way of anticipa- 
tion,” and to say the principal to his children at 
his death. After this settlement on himself he 
borrowed money from a bank and by a proper 
writing transferred to it all of his right, title and 
interest to and in the income arising under the 
trust. The trustee refused to pay over the income 
under this transfer on the ground that it was in- 
alienable, and the bank brought a suit to compel 
this payment, Pacific National Bank vs Windram 
The Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts in 
deciding, ;through the chief justice, Morton, in 
favor of the bank, said: The provision that the 
trustee is not to pay the net income except upon 
the receipt of the beneficiary and not “by way of 
anticipation” is clearly intended to restain the 
power of the beneficiary to alienate the income 
in advance, and the question arises whether such 
a restaint of alienation is valid as aginst subse- 


uent creditors or purchasers who have notice of 
trust. To permit a man thus to attach toa 
valuable interest in property retained by himself 
the quality of inalienability and of exemption 
from his debts, seems to us to be going further 
than a sound public polioy will justify. He 
may when he is out of debt create a trust by 
which the principal of his property may be trans- 
ferred to others at his death and his subsequent 
creditors will not be able to reach it, but the in- 
come of the property is liable for his debt, aud it 
servants, Marx & Rawo..e. may be reached by a bill in equity, and applied to

Not including difference in cost of packages, 
and not including the great advantage the for- 
eign refiner has over the domestic one in being 
ab.e to buy his crude glycerine cheaper in Eu- 
pope as before explained. 


We also wish to call your attention to the pres- 
ent law of duty on packages. A part of the crude 
glycerine which we import is in old petroleum 
barrels, fer which no charge is made, and on 
which we consequently pay no duty, but the 
larger part of our importations is made in iron 
drums (made at Paris, France), so as to avold 
leakage, and on which drums we pay duty. 
Now, as we receive many more of these fron 
drums than we can sell here, and so as to ut'lize 
them, we have for some time past shipped back 
these drums, when empty, to Europe, there had 
them refilled with glycerine, and then again re- 
shipped such filled drums to New York, and each 
time we have been compelled to pay duty over 
and over again, which we do not think is just. 
Hence, we propose that foreign packages on 
which duty has been paid once shall have the 

_privilege of being sent back to Europe, and 
thence reshipped to this country time and again, 
without being obliged to pay duty a second time, 
by keeping a proper account and registry at the 
port of entry.

If our above proposed change of the present 
ad valorem duty into a specific one be not ac- 
cepted by you, then we desire that the present 
ad valorem duty of 30 per cent on both crude 
and manufactnred glycerine be changed to 15 
per cent ad valorem on crude glycerine, and 25 
per cent on manufactured glycerine, so as to 
give us refiners in the United States the neces- 
sary and required protection on our manufac- 
tured glycerine. Aud further, that said new pro- 
posed ad valorem rates be levied on the market 
value in Europe, at the place where such goods 
are produced (and not at the port of shipment). 
RO matter if the purchase or contract price actu- 
ally paid be above or below such market value. 


Lastly, by the presext law we are obliged to 
pay duty also on 3 per cent commission added,and 
whereas we buy our goods at net prices, all 
charges and commissions included, we think that 
it is unjust to compel us to pay duty on commis- 
sions which we do not actually and really pay. 
We therefore suggest that this law be changed, 
and that in future duty shall only be levied on 
commissions when they are actually paid by the 
importer on his purchases,and that no duty shall 
be levied where such purchases are made at net 
prices, in which all vharges and commissions are 
included, 


To recapitulate, we propose— 


1st. Specific duty of 2 cents per pound on 
crude glycerine. 


2d. Specific duty of 5 cents per pound on man- 
ufactured glycerine. 


3d. Foreign packages on which duty has been 
once paid, when shipped back to Europe, and 
thence reshipped to this country, shall be free, 
and shall not pay duty a second time. 


4th. Ad°valoram duty shall be levied on mar- 
ket value in Europe, no matter if the purchase 
Price paid be above or below such market value. 


5. No duty shall be levied on commissions, no 
matter whether such commissions be actually 
paid by the importer on his purchases or not. 

We think that the above proposed changes in 
the preset tariff are fair, just, and equitable, and 
will meet with the full and cordial approval of 
all interests concerned.

The Daty on Chemicals. 


A correspondent of the New York Times, evi- 
dently interested in heavy chemicals of foreign 
production, severely criticises the recommenda- 
tions of the Tariff Commission for the revision of 


duties as showing a lack of consistency, and says 


that it is not necessary to go further than the 


first schedule of its report to be furcibly strack 
with the utter absence of any definite system or 
plan looking toward the revision of the tariff, or 
of that portion of it having to deal with that im- 
portant branch of manufactures—chemicals. In 
most countries, he says, the outturn of the chem- 
ical industry is taken as a measure of the civili- 
zation and progress of the nation, and the policy 
of the government affects and encourages that in- 
dustry in the same measure that it affects indus- 
tries of other classes. Inthe United States the 
manufacturer of chemicals is under a ban and 
must be constantly on the alert lest his products 
shall be unjustly placed on the free list of the 
tariff schedules, while the products of his neigh- 
bor are placed upon a scale of rates that are 
almost, or quite, prohibitory. In the revision of 
these schedules which occur from time to time, 
as tuese revisions are not made by persons hav- 
ing any knowledge of chemicals or of the chemi- 
cal industry, the unfortunate manufacturers who 
are being “revised’’ are, under the most intelli- 
gent revision, if the legislators are uninfluenced 
by any one, just as likely to have their products 
placed in an excessively high schedule as they 
are to have their most important articles placed 
on the free list. The great reason for this is the 
amount of ignorance and prejudice which exist 
in the minds of manufacturers generally who use 
chemicals, forgetting that the finished products 
of the manufacturer of chemicals are the articles 
they use in the light of raw materials. 

How often has the statement been repeated by 
carpet-makers, dyers, color manufacturers, and 
others before the Committee of Ways and Means 
and other similar bodies, running something in 
this fashion: “Give us free chemicals and you 
may reduce somewhat the tariff on our goods.” 
The reader will note that neither of the manu- 
facturers in other lines say, ‘Give us free chemi- 
cals and you may place our yarns, our carpets or 
our colors upon the free list also.” Not at all 
but he says to the Committee of Ways’and 
means, “Give us free chemicals and you may 
reduce the duties on our products to 100 or 90, 
80, or, in the most extreme cases perhaps, to 50 
per cent ad valorem.” There are many reason 
why chemicals, particularly industrial chemi- 






















































































cals, should be cheap, but we note no reason HHI od 

which applies to chemicals which does not apply HH opepeae 

with equal force to other articles of manufac- HAHAH 
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ture. 
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Reflecting on these facts, it is not strange that 
the report of the Tariff Commission bears so 
forcibly and plainly the impress of, first, almost 
complete ignorance of the subject; second, hav- 
ing been used to further the interests of special 
manufacturers. Turn but a moment to the list 
of soda chemicals to see this exemplitied. Among 
these products bicarbonate of soda is of special 
interest, as the Commission continued the specific 
rate of $33 60 per gross ton on this article, or, 
say 100 per cent ad valorem, as the article is 
worth in Newcastle, England, from £7 to £8 per 
ton. The freight on this articie is probably at 
least £1 additional natural protection in addition 
to the 100 per cent duty. There may be circum- 
stances with which we are unfamiliar in the 
manufacture of this article which render a high 
rate of protection necessary. If this is really the 
case, certainly 50 per cent ad valorem would be 
sufficiently high for every legitimate demand. 
The Committee on Ways and Means should re- 
duce such an excessive rate as this, orin default 
of its doing so, then it should be done by amend- 
ment in the House. It no doubt couid readily 
conform to the 25 per cent ad valorem rate pro- 
posed for alkalis, alkaloids, &c., &c., not other- 
wise provided for. This is precisely the case 
with caustic soda, which the Ways and Means 
Committee first reserved for subsequent investi- 
gation, but passed the next day, approving the 
specific rate of $2240 per grosston. Seventy- 
five per cent ad valorem on such an article of 
universal use as caustic soda is little short of an 
outrage. It should properly come under the 25 
per cent clause. 

Another industrial chemical, which has a yery 
extensive use in various technical operations,is an 
article made only by a single very wealthy firm in 
Balcimore. This article is bichromats of potash. 
Most readers will remember that this article was 
the subject of special legislation a few years ago 
as a poor, suffering Maryland industry, languish- 
ing through insufficient protection. It at that 
time only received 2 cents per pound or $45 
specific duty per ton, but through the efforts of 
afriendly Senator, who believed in free trade 
for everything but bichromate of potash, the 
duty was promptly raised to $90 per ton. Ninety 
dollars a ton specific duty on such an article as 
bichromate of potash, which enters into con- 


sumption among the calico printing and other 
branches of textiles to the extent of thousands 
of tons yearly from this single factory. The 
factory in Baltimore reaping this harvest of 
millions from the textile industry is a pregnant 
cause of the ruling desire for free chemicals, for 
it enacts an enormous price here for this article, 
this firm using the American market as a pocket 
bonanza, as the Scotch manufacturers, by 
special agreement, do not send their products 
her>. A few years ago the foreign makers 
shipped a large amount hoping to reap a harvest 
from the great difference in the price be- 
tween the selling price of the bichromate here 
here and the price at which it could be laid 
down in New York. When this occurred the 
price was immediately dropped to a somewhat 
reasonable basis and a shipment of 500 casks 
er month to the Edinburgh market soon 
rought the Scotch manufacturers to their 
senses and gave them sharp notice that this 
market belonged to the Baltimore monopolists. 
As but one firm produces this article in the 
United States, and it has shown its ability to 
undersell the foreign produces in their own 
markets, we think it quite time that the article 
so much used by the textile industry and known 
as bichromate of potash should be placed on the 
25 per cent schedule, if not, indeed, at a lower 
rate, instead of the $90 per ton specitic duty, 
which is nothing more nor less than sheer rob- 
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tallizing out of its contained hydrate by passing 
the acid, in a gaseous state, through a refrigera- 
tor in which pure anhydrous sulphurous acid is 
undergoing vaporization, and thereby producing 
in the refrigerator the temperature as low as that 
at which the hydrate of sulphurous acid crystal- 
lizes, as specified. 

2. The described apparatus, consisting of the 
retort A, the refrigerator B, the gas-holder E, 
the pump C, and the condenser D, together with 
the pipes F, G, H, I and J, respectively provided 
with the stop-cocks a, }, ¢, d and ¢, all con- 
structed and arranged to operate as and fot the
